City 'Broke', Council Borrows $43,000 


Mayor Tells 
Why City Must 
Borrow Money 


Present Council 
Inherited $17,000 
In Debt—Slothower

Telegraph Staff Member 
The city of Dixon prepared 


to go into debt Tuesday night 
as the city council issued five 
;ax anticipation warrants to- 
taling $43,000. 


Mayor William Slothower, fol- 


lowing the passage of the motion, 
partially explained why the coun- 
cil has to borrow money to finish 
out fiscal year ending April 15. 


There are two main reasons, 


according to Slothower, for the 
city's financial problems: (1) bills 
left over from the previous ad- 
ministration and (2) unusual ex- 
penses for the present council dur- 
ing the year. 


$17,000 Bills Unpaid 


In citing the unpaid debt of the 


previous council, Slothower listed 
bills totaling $14,031.26. An Eve- 
ning Telegraph check revealed 
even 
more—53,000 
worth—that 


had been waiting in the drawer 
when the present council took 
over. 


Besides the $17.031.26 in bills, 


snow removal, wash-outs, wind 
storms, a raise in pay for city 
officials, 
new sewer - cleaning 


equipment, a new land fill site 
and improvements on the Oak- 
wood cemetery have added to the 
city's debt. 


Transfer Funds 


Along with the $43,000 in bor- 


rowed money, the council also 
vojed to move $8,000 from the 
city meter fund into the general 
fund. The move, not explained 
by the council, appeared to be an- 
other attempt to battle the indebt- 
edness. 


Slothower. w h e n questioned, 


said that he "hoped" the city 
would be able to clear up the 
deficit during the next year with 
taxes levied by the present coun- 
cil when it began its term last 
April. 


\Vat2h For Boost 


City taxes, if all indications are 


correct, should be boosted con- 
siderably by this last levy. In an 
apparent 
attempt 
to bring in 


enough money to handle the bills, 
the present council has asked for 
$414,815 from Dixon citizens. 


Previous councils had asked for 


$269,495 (1950), $287,435 (1949) 
aon $281,170 (1948. At the time 
the present council asked for the 
tax hike over the 1950 figure, it

Britain Gets First Reigning 
Queen in 51 Years; Revives 
Belief of Prosperous Times 


LONDON—(AP)—The death of King George VI today 


brought Britain its first reigning queen since Victoria died 
51 years ago. 


The coming to the throne of serious gray-eyed Elizabeth 


revived a mild superstition—that Britain waxes fat and pros- 
perous with a woman's reign. The belief grew out of the 
founding of an empire by another Queen Elizabeth 350 years 
ago, and its rich expansion under Victoria in the 19th cen- 
tury. 


The new queen, only 25 


years old, today was in far- 
off Kenya, an East African 
colony, at the beginning of a 
five-month tour of Africa, 
ceylon, Australia and New 
Zealand. With her was her 30- 
year-old husband, Philip, 
Duke of Edinburgh, who cast 
aside princely Greek titles 
and became a British citizen 
to wed amid great splendor 
Nov. 20,1947.

Explains System 


The treasurer's statement yes- 


terday referred to figures issued 
a week ago by the governor's, fi- 
nance director, Joseph Pois. 


They showed that there were 


29,253 man months worked last 
December in state agencies under 
the governor's jurisdiction. A man 
month represents four weeks work 
of 40 hours each, whether all by 
one person or not. Thus, two em- 
ployes each working 80 hours 
in December—or 10 each working 
16 hours—would be counted as one 
man month. 


Calls It Double Talk 


Stratton labeled this system of 


reckoning payrolls as "diplomatic 
pink tea double talk." 


Figures compiled from treasury 


records, he said, show that Decem- 
ber checks were paid to a total of 
32,425 persons under the gover- 
nor's jurisdiction. 


In the main, these would in- 


clude employes in the 13 code de- 
partments headed by an appointee 
of the governor, Southern Illinois 
university, the four state teachers 
colleges and numerous boards and 
commissions. 


Stratton Statement 


Stratton said:

Under the plan an actuated 
traffic light. would be in- 
stalled at N. Galena avenue 
and Everett street this year. 


Other improvements, all resur- 


facing, during 1051 are the black- 
topping of Depot avenue from 
Third street to Chicago and North- 
western depot and First street 
from Madison to Ottawa avenue. 


Exhaust Funds 


Central place will be resurfaced 


from Third street to Oak court 
and Oak court from Central place 
to Depot avenue. This series of 
improvements would 'leave 
no 


funds for work in 1953. 


In 1054 Hennepln avenue would 


be resurfaced from River street 
to Third street. Second street 
would be surfaced from Galena 
avenue to Monroe avenue and 
Seventh street from Galena ave- 
nue to Poplar street, 


1056 Program 


No funds would be left in 1055. 


In 1956 improvements will be 
made on First street from Monroe 
avenue to Madison avenue and on 
First street from Ottawa avenue 
to Dixon avenue.

L O N D O N — Tired and 


spent, King George VI died 
today after 15 years on the 
throne. His daughter, Eliza- 
beth, 25, became queen. 


The word reached her in an 


African colony, one of the 
remnants of the British em- 
pire. 


She sobbed as she received 


the news, and then made ar- 
rangements to fly home to- 
morrow. 


George VI—the steady sort of 


monarch the Britons love—died in 
his sleep at Sandringham, the roy- 
al estate in Norfolk where he was 
r>orn 56 years ago. AH over Britain, 
the people said: 


"He was a good man." 


Won Briton's Hearts 


The king and his Queen Eliza- 


aeth, with their two pretty daugh- 
;ers, Elizabeth and Margaret Rose, 
lad won the hearts of Britain by 
their steadfast refusal to seek 
safety abroad during World War 
I. 


It is believed that a blood clot—

\V. J. Bryan, chest specialist and 
medical director of the Rockford 
Municipal Tuberculosis sanatori- 
um, as clinician. There have been 
130 patients seen by Dr. Bryan, 358 
X-rays interpreted, 14 tuberculin 
tests and nine sputum tests taken 
at these clinics. 


Any resident of Lee county who 


lias active tuberculosis may be 
hospitalized in the Rockford sana- 
torium for care and treatment 
with all costs being paid under 
provisions of the Glacklin TB tax 
law. 


24 Admitted 


During the last year there have 


teen 24 patients admitted to the 
sanatorium. Of this group 12 were 
hospitalized short periods for ob- 
servation and discharged as ar- 
rested cases or non-tuberculosis 
and 12 remained for care and 
treatment. 


In addition to hospitahzation, 


chest surgery, and ambulance serv- 
ice, nursing care has been provided 
for Lee county tuberculosis pati- 
ents under the law. 


Another phase of the nursing 


program in Lee county is sponsor- 
ed by the Lee County Tuberculosis 
association which is financed sole- 
ly by the sale of tuberculosis 
Christmas seals. Proceeds cannot 
be used for care and treatment but 
are used in education and early 
case finding. 


1951 Program 


During 1951 the following major 


educational and case-finding pro- 
grams have been carried out: A 
county-wide tuberculin skin test- 
ing survey in all the high schools

was conducted. A total of 616 were 
tested with five per cent of the 
group or 28 positive reactors and 
28 chest X-rays. Two students 
were found to be questionable ac- 
tive cases. It»is a policy of the as- 
sociation to re-check by X-ray old 
positive reactors each year and 
there were 13 students who had 
ic-checks. 


Since persons living in a home 


where an active case of tuberculo- 
sis is found are often exposed to 
the disease, the association pro 
vides and urges X-rays of such 
contacts with continuous follow up 
whenever indicated. There were 46 
such contacts checked by X-ray 
this last year. 


Referred to Doctor 


Many suspicious cases have been 


referred for chest X-rays by the 
family physician. A total of 132 
diagnostic X-rays were taken. 


At KSB hospital the tuberculosis 


Christmas seal sales have provided 
for a continuous checking of. all 
maternity patients admitted to the 
hospital. There have been -184 such 
admission X-rays during 1951, 15 
cf whom were considered to have 
abnormal chests and one active 
case of TE \\as found. 


Mobile X-Rny 


In cooperation with the Lee coun- 


ty medical society and Lee county 
health department, a county-wide 
mobile X-ray survey was done dur- 
ing the year at which time 5,733 
residents had free X-rays. 


A 16-hour course in tuberculosis 


was given to student nurses at 
KSB hospital in cooperation with 
the hospital staff.

WASHINGTON. (AP) — Here 


are some reminders on what to 
do, an what to watch out for, if 
you're making your 1951 income 
tax return on form 1040-A or the 
1040 short-form. 


'4ftl. If husband and wife make a 


joint return, both must sign it. 


2. Be sure when you hand in 


your return that you attach to 
it all the receipts—form W-2— 
given you by a boss as proof of 
what he paid you and how much 
tax he withheld from you last 
year. 


3. Be careful, under item No. 1 


on both forms, to claim all the 
exemptions to which you're en- 
«i/Ued. For each you knock $600 
off your income before what's left 
is taxable. 


Add Up Exemptions 


Everyone filing a return gets a 


$600 exemption for himself, an- 
other $600 if he's blind, and still 
another $600 if he's 65. That would 
give a 65-year old blind man a 
total of $1,800 in exemptions. 


If your wife had no income and 


you alone file a return—or if she 
V*l or didn't have income but files 
jsintly with you—you get a $600 
exemption for her, another $600 
if she's blind, plus another $600 
if she's 65. 


(But for a dependent—a wife is 


never considered a dependent— 
you get only one $600 exemption 
and nothing extra if he's blind 
or 65.) 


Note: If your wife had 


income at all, no matter 


any 
how 
2ti 
nc 


you get no exemption for 


r unless she files jointly with 


you. If she files separately she 
claims her exemption on her re- 
turn. 


4. Remember that form 1040-A 


and the 1040 short-form can be 
used only for reporting income 
under $5.000. If you're reporting 
more income than that, you can't 
use either of those two forms. 
You must use the 1040 long-form 
j'here you figure your own tax. 


Short-Form Available 


Any under-$5,000 person can 


use the 1040 short-form where you 
find your tax in the table on the 
back. But if you're under $5,000 
you can use form 1040-A only if — 


Full tax was withheld from your 


1951 income except for no more 
than $100 in untaxcd wages, in- 
terest or dividends. If yours don't 
Eit that rule — most wage-earners 
do— but are under $5.000, you can 
oTe the 1040 short-form. 


5. Everyone using 1040-A or the 


short-form automatically gets a 
deduction, for personal expenses, 
of about 10 per cent. He gets it 
automatically. He doesn't 
have 


to claim it or itemize it. It's al- 
lowed for in the table (used to 
figure the tax on people, using 
those forms. 


Heavy Expense 


If your income was under $5,000 


but your deductible expenses were 
more than 10 per cent, then use 
the 1040 long-form where you'll 
have to itemize but can claim 
your deductions in full. 


Some points on form 1040-A— 
You do no figuring. Answer the 


questions. You pay no money when 
you turn it in, even though you 
think you owe tax. The Collector 
will figure the tax for you. 


If too much tax was withheld 


from you during the year, he'll 
give you a refund. If he finds 
you still owe tax, he'll notify you. 
You get 30 days after that notifi- 
cation to pay the tax. 


If you file jointly on form 


1040-A with your wife, the col- 
lector will figure your tax both 
ways to see whether it's cheaper 
for you to file jointly or separate- 
ly. He'll give you the benefit of 
what he finds. 


Now take the 1040 short-form— 
When you use the table on page 


four to find your tax pay close 
attention to those columns which 
show the tax based on (1) your 
income and (2) the number of 
exemptions claimed on your re- 
turn. 


an exemption for her unless she 
files jointly with him. 


Say she doesn't file jointly. That 


leaves him only three exemptions, 
for himself and the two children. 
And his income, minus her $35, is 
$4.800. He looks across that same 
line as before, the one showing the 
tax on $4,800-54,850 income. 


But this time he looks under the 


column for a married man with 
three exemptions—filing separate- 
ly—and finds his tax is $530. or

The Taxpayer Doesn't Know About Free Apartments 


for Americans in Germany

BAD GODESBERG, Germany—The mocking phrase, "You never had 


it so good," has become a torment to the carpetbag bureaucracy of 
the high commission. Glenn Wolfe, director of the office of adminis- 
tration, with offices in the spectacular new political settlement of the 
Rhine, is at pains to explain how the American taxpayer actually saves 
money by providing free apartments, completely 
fuimshcd, even for state department errand boys 
drawing $2,975 a year. If the taxpayer only knew 
it, he never had it so good himself. The difficulty is 
that the taxpayer doesn't know it. 


"In the foreign service act of 1048, all American 


personnel serving overseas, are provided with quar- 
ters or an allowance in lieu theieof," Mr. Wolfe said. 
By putting the bureaucrats into a "project" the 
state department will save $800,000 a year. The dif- 
ference between the usual allowance for rent and 
the cost of maintenance and operating the "pro- 
ject." 


Not many Americans know that they pay their unsung heroes of 


.he peace, the Marshall plan employes, the EGA people and thousands 
of other tenacious and resourceful characters, many of them veterans 
of the old parasitic Roosevelt alphabet soup agencies, a cash bonus in 
addition to their pay, ostensibly for rent. The excuse offered is that 
housing is scarce m western Europe and that prices therefore are very 
high But housing is scarce and prices are high in New York and 
Washington and practically everywhere else in the United States and 
yet not even the government pays 
jie employee's rent back there. 


The rent allowance in the for- 


eign service is $2,200 a year on 
.he average, but Mr. Wolfe says, 
•you don't get much for that." So

lived in, and the taxpayers 
will 


pay not only the dollars appropri- 
ated 
by congress but 
equal 


amounts in ci edits received from 
the foreign governments. There 
is a veiled assumption that these 
credits for surplus materials by 
right ought to be used for 
the 


benefit of the carpetbaggers but 
actually they belong to the tax- 
payers.' 


I hope I do not seem unsympa- 


thetic with Mr. Wolfe's problems 
but mine eyes remained dry when 
he told me that back fin Washing-- 
ton he had a nice house for $125 
a month, didn't have to care 
whether anyone else liked the way 
he lived or the hang of his cur- 
tains, and never 
bought 
more 


than five bottles of alcoholic bev- 
erages m a month. Five bottles 
was rather on the high side. Four 
or four and a fraction would be 
closer. But Mr. Wolfe is a seri- 
ous man who never lies a bag on 
and positively never takes more 
than one drink m an evening. Now 
you can't fly on one wing but Mr. 
Wolfe doesn't drink to get off the 
ground. Just why he takes the 
one I didn't think to ask. And I 
am not trying to twist his arm 


and force fiery 
drafts down his 


gullet to steal away his character 
and numb ^his God-given faculties. 


But ove.r here! Why here he 


spends $90 a month, every month, 
for liquor, even at 
the 
reduced 


prices in the army PX where the 
cursed stuff is free of tax. Scotch 
is only $3 a quart so one's check 
blanches at the thought 
of the 


possible orgies in Mr. Wolfe's gov- 
ernment quarters—three bedrooms, 
mandatory for a bureau chief—as 
the Canadians, perhaps, 
or the 


British or French wade into his 
$90 a month worth of gi'Og. I 
don't suppose a host 
would be 


likely to let his mediations dwell 
on the cast of a party when a for- 
eign diplomat responded 
with a 


booming "yes" or "oui" to the po- 
lite inquiry "will you have another 
drink?" But if a man should let 
his thoughts take this turn, his 
whole evening might be ruined. It 
seems that it ought to be possi- 
ble to let these tankers bring 
their own .as some of us did in 
prohibition days. 


I have never heard any explan- 


ation of the rent allowance for the 
foreign service that satisfied my 
rather skeptical mind. These peo- 
ple are not underpaid and most of 
them aren't fit for anything but 
bureaucracy. They have hoked up 
a whole directory of categories, 
such as "adviser" and "senior con- 
sultant" and Washington is posi- 
tively crawling with them. When 
one useless bureau gets discovered 
and is washed out, the parasites 
latch onto another one as they did 
recently when ECA was wound up 
and a new spending show was 
started.

Victims of Angina Pectoris 
Have Brighter Outlook ~: 


As more and more people live 


into late middle years and old age, 
a condition known as 
angina 


pcctons becomes more common. 


The meaning of this medical 


term is simply pain in the chest, 
but it is caused by an insufficient 
amount of blood flowing to the 
heaU muscle, usually as a result 
of hardening of the arteries. These 
blood vessels are called the cor- 
onary arteries. 


When the passageway through 


these arteries has been seriously 
narrowed and not enough blood 
passes through them, the needs of 
the heait muscle are not satisfied 
and it is tins blood lack which 
causes pain. 


The pain is usually absent when 


the patient is resting. It is likely 
to be noticed the first time when 
the heart is pumpin? rapidly as 
happens when exercising (climb- 
ing stairs or running for the bus, 
for example). 


During.• .such periods of extra 


work, theijieart needs larger quan- 
tities of blood than it does when^ 
at rest. A person who has angina 
pectoris must, therefore, 
learn 


how much exercise can be taken 
without producing symptoms. 


Besides the pain, the symptoms 


often include a feeling of anxiety, 
shortness of breath, and cold clam- 
my sweating. 


OUTLOOK NOT UNFAVORABLE 


Many 
patients 
with 
angina, 


when they learn how to live with 
their hearts, have little or no 
discomfort and are not cut off 
from most of life's pleasures. 


Indeed, the outlook for patients 


with angina is not so unfavoralj? 
as was formerly believed. Some 
live for more than twenty-five 
years after the onset of their first 
symptoms, and the average is 
probably between eight and ten 
years. 


In addition to the better out- 


look which is now recognized, the 
management of angina pectoris 
has also improved. The amount 
and nature of exercise which can 
be tolerated can. be more clos«\*» 
calculated. 


Also, there are several drugs, 


which when given properly, usu- 
ally help the victim of angina even 
though drugs do not cure the un- 
derlying cause which lies in the 
coronary arteries. 


The symptoms of angina cer- 


tainly cannot be ignored, but when 
they do develop, it does not mean 
that life is almost over or that aU 
pleasures are done with forovK 
A sensible but hopeful attitude is 
indicated.

The other event had been the 


birth of her sister, Princess Mar- 
garet, only other child of King 
George and his queen.- Had Ihis 
child been a boy, he would imme- 
dialcly have laken her place in 
line of succession.

Newspaper extras 
hit the streets within a few min- 
utes. In downtown London women 
burst into tears as they saw the 
headlines. 


While Elizabeth became queen 


immediately on Ihe dealh of her 
father, the nation actually is wilh- 
out a constitutional head until she 
returns home from Africa. The 
situation resulled from the un- 
expectedness of the king's death. 
The ailing monarch was scheduled 
to leave March 11 on a health 
cruise to South Africa. Counsellors 
of state, to have been appoinlcd 
before his dcparlurc, would have 
laken over all royal funclions 
excepl Ihe power to dissolve par- 
liament and create peers. Such 
counsellors are appointed when- 
ever a ruler becomes incapacitated, 
as" during the period afler King 
George's lung operalion last year. 


Ancient Custom 


The new queen's accession to the 


throne will be proclaimed in an 
ancienl.ceremony al old St. James 
palace in the heart of London. The 
Garter King of Arms, chief of 
the king's heralds, clad in his 
brilliantly embroidered medie\-al 
costume, will climb to the roof of 
the palace and read the official 
announcemcnl. 


This ceremony, however, musl 


awail Ihe drafting of the official 
proclamation a n n o u n c i n g the 
death of Ihe king an'd the acces- 
sion of the new ruler. 


Queen Elizabeth's first consti- 


tutional duly will be lo hold an 
accession mceling of Ihe privy 
council, an ancienl body which 
advises Ihe king. It is composed 
argcly 
of nobles and leading 


political figures. 


Al Ihis accession meeting, the 


new sovereign will swear to full- 
ill her duties and be a good ruler 
of Britain. Thp oath will be ad- 
ministered by the lord cnancciior, 
the nation's highest paid lord. 


Then "Lords of the Privy Coun- 


cil" swear to accept the new mon- 
arch "as their lawful, 
righlful 


iegc lord." 


. ».Miwt Agree on Wording 
.The council meeting also musl 


agree on the wording of the 
proclamation announcing the ac- 
cession of the new queen. This is 
the-proclamation that will be read 
from the roof of SI. James palace. 


The same proclamation will be 


read at three othpr. places in Lon- 
don—at Charing Cross in the cen- 
ter of the city; Temple Bar, which 
marks the boundary between the 
old city of London and Westmins- 
ter and on the slops of ihc loyal 
exchange in the hearl of the old 
city., 


The proclamation also will bo 


read in each of the dominions of 
the British Commonwealth and in 
Ihc capital cities of every colony 
in the empire. 


Much of the responsibility for 


Ihe slate funeral of King George 
and the ceremonies surrounding 
the accession of Queen Elizabeth 
to the throne will rest on the 
shoulders of the 43-year-old Duke 
of Norfolk hereditary marshal of 
England. 


The now heir apparent lo the 


throne, Prince Charles, was at

died. There also was his litllc 
sister, Princess Anne, now second 
in the line of succession. 


The king showed n» hint of ap- 


proaching death when he bade

The new queen's husband, the 


handsome. 30-year-old Duke of 
Edinburgh, may receive a new 
title in due course. There is a 
precedent—Queen Victoria's hus- 
band, Prince Albert, had the title 
of prince consort.
